But the night’s most serious 
incidents occurred up and dowm 
the mile-long strip of Roosevelt 
Road that divides the all-Negro 
public housing neighborhood to 
the south from a poor Italian- 
American neighborhood to the 
north. 
Some 500 police flooded the 
area as the night wxire on.

crowds that at times numbered 
more than 300. The crowds

In 
Watts, a whole lot of people got 
hurt because they weren’t or­ 
ganized. Sure the kids need 
swimming pools here. But this 
is a little thing we blow hot 
about. The main problem is that 
there are too many of us packed 
in here. We need living space.” 
But Yowng was shouted down, 
mostly by youths who had en­ 
tered the storefront hall. 
"We are mad,” one youth 
^ rted . “ And the only thing ^we 
have left is rocks and bottles.” 
"Hate, bate, hate,” came the 
chant from one group of youths.

ple are so mad is that the may­ 
or (Richard J . Daley) tirmed 
down Dr. King’s suggestions, 
Monday,” one youth worker 
» aid. 
King la leading an anti-slum, 
civil rights drive in Chicago. 
Residents in the area were 
uniformly bitter 
One man said: “ The white 
man’s strategy is causing this. 
Ask the city, ask the mayor, to 
compare the price of the water 
from one hydrant to all the

through vandalism and rioting.” 
A policeman replied' "It was 
absolutely essential to turn off 
that hvdrant. If we hadn’t we 
wouldn't hav^ water pressure to
